‘it's been a shock to the student 
body and to everyone of the teach- 
ers,” said Roy Parton,' Jerome High 
School counselor, Thursday. "Thcrb 
was no Indication whatsoever.” 

Jason L. Spencer, M, died late 
Monday of a self-inflicted gunshot 
wound. It Is the second suicide of a 
Jerome teenager this year, pnd the 
ninth student; to have attempted 
suicide.
